Tennis Club; 2 all-weather courts on Village Green 
A group of representatives from Parish Council and 
Tennis Club would meet to discuss the relevant 
lease to be drawn up. 

Play Area Gates: 

A quotation of £90 was accepted for repair of 
these gates which had again been vandalised. 
Drainage of Village Green: 

This work had now been completed. Once digging 
work had commenced it was found that extra work

this extra work cost £1,000. 

Gas Meter Box on Old Farmhouse:
